WASHINGTON-——The boom in*® 
home building is over, at eit 
temporarily. 


The end of the housing boom | 
after the first World War came 
four years before’ the 
whole economy began to disin- 
tegrate. But leading economists 
here see no such dire portent in 
this’ drop in housing production. 

The main reason, as they in- 
terpret it, that the builders 
have been putting up houses for 
the carriage trade. And now the 
bloom is off that market. Most 
of the people who were badly in 
need of houses after the war and 
could afford to pay high prices for 
them are taken care of. The 
peak of that demand passed in 
late 1946 and early 1947. 

The people who still want to 
new, relatively high 
priced homes, moreover, aren't! 
finding it so easy to finance them 
as they did a year or two ago.

Some sellers are requiring 
larger down payments, and vet- 
who used to do a large 
part of the buying, are finding | 
it harder to get loans.

Pondering the tiny but  con- 
crete bits of. evidence, Weiden- 
reich theorized that the Java ape 
man, the Java Robustus, the Java 
and Chinese giants and _ other 
types formed a line from man 
back to the age of apes. 

“I believe,” he pronounced, 
‘that all these forms have to 
be ranged in the heman_ line 
and that the human line leads 
back to giants, the farther back 
it is traced, In other words, 
the giants may be directly an- 
cestral to man,” 

Thus he reversed the field of 
scientific. thinking’ that pygmies. 
or at least undersized ape men, 
sired the human race. 

As with many ‘scientific theor- 
ies, there is plenty of room for 
skeptici:m, With all due respect
